1 FsUnre of Weather Foretelling.

In no ortlier part of her wide realm hot
Science done bo little for tne good oi man
or her fame aa in the department ot
meteorology, , In the solid earth her pro
phecies have loner had a hum value, in
the far-of- f heavens her empire is affirmed,
but in the unstable air between these two
wiU possessed provinces there is a re-io-n

that is not yet subjugated. - Around
tXe border of the domain of meteorology
sone pains to the cause of law and order
hare Indeed been Biada; we control the
lightning, we are able to track a clearly
denned storm for days on ita path, and
can help the sailor to knowledge that of-

ten enables him to escape its clutches
when it assails him on the deep sea; but
as for foretelling the weather in any
proper sen so, we have not yet attained to
it Is. it attainable? Can we hope to
compass tne eonmtion.,. oi our oays fo
that we may eow, reap, travel, feast or
make war in weather of onr own choice?
This is,' after all, perhaps the most in
teresting of the question that the future
history of science must determine. . But
though the perfect answer is not to be
given at present, mere are some things
in the existing conditions of our science
that makes us hopeful that we are but at
the beginning of tho work of weather

" "forecasting.
There have been two distinct Bcientinc

efforts at weather foretelling, as distin
guished from the current survival of the
modes of thought of ancient ages that are
Introduced in our ordinary weather pro
phecies; that undertaken by Admiral
Fitzroy, in England, and that begun in
this country by the United States Signal
Corps, under the control of the late Gen-
eral Myer. Both of these hare made
their basis of the simple principle that
weather alwavs has a historv: that it
means conditions that" pass from one ro-cri- on

to another by certain laws of move
ment and at a certain rate. This general
fact was long ago recognized by meteor
ologists, but it was not until the telegraph
enabled knowledge to outstrip the storms
that it was possible to make any use of it
in foretelling the weather. By the ad-
mirable labors of the United Signal Ser-
vice this method of annoucingthe weather
that is journeying toward any locality
has been brought to a high point of per
fection, but it has not to any extent
helped us to foretell the creation of
weather. When a weather area forma
in the far West, it is now traced as clearly
as the path of an army, until it passes
away, oometimea the state oi tne bar
ometer will tell something about storms
that have not yet gathered themselves
for thoir eastward march, but beyond
this there have as yet been no means of
foreseeing. The weather bureau is of no
more use than a ground-hog- , or a goose- -
bono for telling us whether our cominrr
spring or summer is to be warm or cold,
rainy or dry. Is this the end of our ad--
vance? Can we hope to do more than
take the storms wq find afloat, and trace
tiiem on their courses, or can we hope to
look behind tnem to the oonditions of
their origin so clearly that we can foretell
their tune and place of working?

Neobo slavery was introduced into the
resent territory of the United States

Suring tha reign of Queen Elizabeth, by
merchants of Liverpool, England. On
Jan. 81, 1865, the final vote was taken in
Congress submitting to the States for
their approval .and ratification the fol-
lowing amendment to the constitution :
" Article XDX Neither slavery nor in-
voluntary servitude, except as a punish-
ment for ciime, whereof the party shall
have been duly convicted, shall exist
within the United States, or any
place subject to their jurisdiction." On
Dec. 18, 18G5, the Secretary of State
issue'd his proclamation declaring that
this amendment had been approved by
tho Legislatures of Illinois, lthode Isl-
and, Michigan, New York, West Vir-
ginia, Maine, Kansas, Massachusetts,
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ohio, Missouri,
Nevada, Indiana, Louisiana, Minnesota,
Wisconsin, Vermont, Tennessee, Arkan-
sas, Connecticut, New Hampshire, South
Carolina, Alabama, North Carolina, and
Georgia in all, 27 out of 86 States, and
was consequently adopted!

A Curious Lake.
The density of tho water of Lake

Mono is remarkable, lxing Just tho
reverse of that of Lake Tokoe, in which
Ibo body of a drowaol person never
returns to tho surfitce. For latterness
and promiscuous meanness tho waters of
this lake surpass those of tho Dead Soa.
They contain 'so much alkali that on a
windy day tho lake is a regular tub of
soap-sud- s. - Tho writer has seen a wall
of lather five fot thiok along Uto whole
of that shoro againbt which tho waves
were beating. Occasionally the waves
would take up a bunch of this lather as
big as a bushel basket and carry it
several hundred feat inland. Bo buoyant
are the waters of tho lake tliat quite a
party of men may navigate them on a
raft made of four or five dry cotton wood
poles. Out in tho lake aro islands of
rock (lava-lik-a concretions), through
which springs of water boil up. The
water oi theso springs is like thut of tho
lake, and at a point whero thero aro
eight or ten foet of water, ' it is a sort
of fountain. A column of fre.h water
some three feet in is projected
upward with such force that it re to a
height of at leant tvo foot aIiot the
general level of tho lake in tho form ol a
rnouni or knoll, and makes tt ripplis
noise tliat can be heard a connultrbhie
distance. But for tho fact that tLLt
fountain has a depth of eiht or ten f.vt
of water to contend namst, it would
probably rise to a considerable height in
tho air.- - S'u lYancinco Chronicle.
